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PEEFACE.

Education which this Act is intended to effect 
is so vast, and the means by which it is to be 
accomplished are so novel, the Author is per- 
suaded that a work containing a popular ex- 
planation and analysis, together with a com- 
plete index of the Act, will prove a valuable 
book of reference. 

The Act is necessarily a long one and the 
machinery somewhat complicated, but with the 
aid of a manual such as this it is hoped that 
those who are interested in carrying out the 
new scheme will find no serious di£Sculty in 
their praiseworthy work.

Provided that where there is any instmment 
declaring the trusts of the school, and such instm- 
ment contains any provision for the alienation of 
the school by any persons or in any manner or si^- 
ject to any consent, any arrangement nnder ibh 
section shall be made by the persons in the manner 
and with the consent so provided. 

Where it appears to the Education Department 
that there is any trustee of ttie school who is not a 
manager, they shall cause the managers to serve on 
snch trustee, if bis name and address are known, 
such notice as the Education Department think 
snfBcient ; sod the Edncati(»i Department shall con- 
sider and have dne regard to any objections and re- 
presentations he may make respecting the proposed 
transfer. 

The Kdacation Department shall consider and 
hare due r^ard to any objections and representa- 
tions respecting the proposed transfer which may be 
made by any peroon who has contributed to the 
establishment of snch school 

After the expiratitm of six m(mtht from the date 
of transfer the consent of the Edncation Department 
shall be conclusive evidence that the arrangement 
has been made in conformity vrith this aection. 
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Ab arrangement nnder this section maj provide ad. ibtd. 
for the absolute conveyance to the school board tA 
all the interest in the Bchoolhoose possessed by tlie

When an arrangement ia made under this section 
the managers may, whether the legal interest in the 
Bchoolhottse or endowment is vested in them or in 
some person as trustee lor them or the school, con- 
vey to the school board all such interest in thescbool- 
hoose and endowment as is vested in them or in sndi 
trnstee, or such amaller interest as may be required 
nnder the arrangement 

Nothing in this section shall authorize the ma- 
nagers to transfer any property which is not vested 
in them, or a trostee for them, oi held in trust for

K'pS"^ LIII- The expenses of the school board under 
t««d. this Act shall be paid ont of a fund called the school 
fand There shall be carried to the school fund all 
moneys received aa fees from scholars, or out of 
moneys provided by Parliament, or raised by way 
of loan, or in any manner whatever received by the 
school board, and any deficiency shall be raised by 
the school board as provided by this Act 
DBflciencyot LTV. Any sum required to meet any deficiency 
ra^'^t'* in the school fond, whether for satisfying past or 
ofrates. future liabilities, shaU be paid by the rating authority 
out of the local rate. 

The school board may serve their precept on the 
rating authority, requiring such authority to pay 
the amount specified therein to the treasurer of the 
school board ont of the local rate, and such rating 
authority shall pay the same accordingly, and the re- 
ceipt of SQch treasurer shall be a good discha^e for 
the amount so paid, and the same shall be carried to 
the school fund. 

If the rating anthority have no moneys in their 
hands in respect of the local rate, they shall, or if 
they have paid the amonnt then for the purpose of 
reimbursing themselves they may, notwithstanding 
any limit under any Act of Parliament or otherwise, 
levy the said rate, or any contributions thereto, or 
any increase of the said rate or contributions, and 
for that purpose shall have the same powers of levy- 
ing a rate and requiring contributions as they have 
for the purpose of defraying expenses to which the 
local rate is ordinarily applicable. 
AppotUon- LV. In a united district the school board shall 
"hnoi'fiimi apportion the amount required to meet the deficiency 
iad^ontri- ™ ^^^ schooi fund among the districts constituting 
botorydia- such United district in proportion to the rateable 
value of each such constituent district, and may 
raise the same by a precept sent to the rating autbo- 
rity of each constituent district. 
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Where one school district ooDtribates to the ex- ^.^''■ 
penees of the schoole in another school diBtrict, the 
RDthority of the school-owning dietrict may send 
their precept either to the school board, if a/ajf or 
to the rating aathoritj of the contributing district, 
requiring them to pay to their treasurer the amount 
therein specified, and such authority or board shall 
pay the same accordingly, and the receipt of the 
treaanrer shall be a good discharge for the same, and 
snch amount, if paid by the school board, shall ba 
paid out of the school fund. 

The precept, if sent to tho rating authority, either 
on the default of the school board or otherwise, 
shall be deemed to be a precept for meeting a defici- 
ency in the school fund, and the provisions of this 
Act shall apply accordingly. 

LVI. In either of the following cases, that is ^^"^ 

to say, on detBult or 

(1.) If .the rating authority of any place make^^^'"'*' 
default in paying the amoant specified in 
any precept of the school board ; or 
(2.) Where a school board require to raise a snm 
from any place which is part of a parish, 
then, without prejudice to any other remedy, the 
school board may appoint an officer or officers to 
act within such place ; and the officer or officers so 
from time to time appointed shall have within the said 
place, for the purpose of defraying the snm due from 
snch place, all the powers of the rating authority of 
levying the local rate and any contribotions thereto, 
and also all the powers of making and levying a rate 
which he or they would have if the said place were 
a pari^i, and snch rate were a rate for the relief of 
the poor, and he or they were duly appointed an 
overseer or overseers of snch parish, and he and 
they shall have each access to and use of the docu- 
ments of the rating authority of such place relative 
to the local rate, and of all the valoatiott lists and 
rate books of the parish or parishes comprised in or 
comprismg such place, as he or they may require. 
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LVII. Where a school board incnr any expense 
in [jrovidiag or enlarging a acboolhoose, they may, 
with the coment of the Edacation Department, 
spread the payment over serera] years, not exceed- 
iog Gfty, and may far that purpose borrow money 
on the secarity of the school fund and local rate, 
and may charge that fund and the local rate with 
the payment of the principal and interest dne in re- 
spect of the loan. They may, if they so agree with 
the mortgagee, pay the amount borrowed, with the 
interest, by equal annual inatalmeclrs, not exceeding 
fifty, and if they do not so agree, they shall annually 
set aside one fiftieth of the som borrowed as a sink- 
ing fond. 
L, For the purpose of sach borrowing the elanses of 
The Commissioners Clausea Act, 1847, with re- 
spect to the mortg^es to be executed by the com- 
missioners, shall be incorporated with this Act ; and 
in the construction of those clauses for the purpose 
of this Act, this Act shall be deemed to be the 
special Act, and the school board which is borrowing 
shall be deemed to be the commissioners. 

The Public Works Loan Commissioners may, on 
the recommendation of the EducatioQ Department, 
lend any money required under this section on the 
secarity of the school fund and local rate without 
requiring any further or other security, such loan to 
be repaid within a period not exceeding fifty years, 
and to bear interest at the rate of three and a half 
per centum per annum. 

LVIII. Any sum borrowed by the school board 
for London in puranaDce of this Act, with the 
approval of the Education Department, ^ay be 
borrowed from and may be lent by the Metropolitan 
Board of Works, and section thirty-seven of The 
Metropolitan Board of Works Loan Act, 1869, 
shall apply to such loan in the same manner as if the

Accounts and Audit. 
LIX. The BCconnts of the school board shall be Aeconnti 

made up and balanced to the twenty-fifth of March "p mJ"^ 

and twenty-ninth of September in every year.

accounts shall be examined by the school board and 

signed by the chairman within fourteen days after 

the day to which they are made up. 

As soon as practicable after the accounts Eire so 

Bigned they shall be audited. 

LX. With respect to the audit of accounts of the A.nd:t of 

school board the following provisions shall have «'»°"'« 

effect: 

(1.) The auditor shall be the auditor of acconnts 
relating to the relief of the poor for the 
audit djstrict in which the school district is 
situate, or if it is situate in more than one 
audit district by the auditor of such of the 
said audit districts as the Poor-law Board 
may direct, and the term audit distnct in 
this provision shall be construed to include 
a parish for which an auditor is separately 
appointed to audit the accounts for the re- 
lief of the poor.

chairman ; 

(3.) The auditor, at leart fonrteen days before 
holding the aadit, shall eervc on the school 
board, and publish uotice of the tJme and 
place of holding the same ; 

(4.) The clerk of the school board, or some person 
anthorized by the school board, shall attend 
the aadit, and produce to the aaditor all 
books, bills, Toachere, and documents relate 
ing to the account : 

(5.) Any ratepayer of the Bchool district may be 
present at the audit, and roay object to the 



(6.) The auditor shall, as nearly as may be, have 
the like powers and be under the like ob%a- 
tion to allow aud disallow items in the 
account, and to charge the school board, or 
any member or officer thereof, or any per- 
son accountable to them or him, with any 
sum for which they or he may be account- 
able, as in the case of an audit of the 
accounts relating to the relief of the poor 
in any union or parish ; aud any person 
aggrieved by the decision of the aaditor 
shall have the like rights and remedies as in 
the case of such last-mentioned audit : 

(7.) The auditor shall have the like powers of 
requiring the attendance of persons, the pro- 
duction of books, bills, vouchers, and docn- 
menta, and a declaration respecting Touchers 
and documents, as in the case of such last- 
mentioned andit; and any person who 
refuses or neglects to comply with any such 
requisition, or wilfully makes or signs a 
false declaration so required, shall be liable 
to the some penalties as in the case of such 
last-mentioned andit :

(8.) Adj moneys, books, documents, and chattels a-D^jwo. 
certified by the auditor to be dne from any 
person may be recovered from sach person 
in like manner as in the case of each last- 
mentioned andit, and the expenses incurred 
in sach recovery shall be deemed to be part 
of the expenses of the audit : 
(9.) Subject to the provisions of this section, the 
Poor-law Board may from time to time 
make sach regulations aa may be necessary 
respecting the form of keeping the accounts 
and the audit thereof. 
LXI. Any member or officer of a school board, PanBitrfar 
or manager appointed by tbem, who aatborizes or ^Jl^^^or 
makes, or concurs in authorizing or making, any aaichuEB. 
payment or any entry in accounts for the purpose of 
defraying or making up to himself or any other 
person the whole or any part of any snm of money 
nnlawfnlly expended from the school fund, or dis- 
allowed or surcharged by any auditor, shall, on 
summary conviction, be liable to pay a penalty not 
exceeding twenty pounds and double the amovmt of 
such sum. 

LXII. When the auditor has completed the^"J°^ 
andit he shall sign the balance sheet. ** 

The school board shall cause a statement showing 
their receipts and expenditure to be printed in such 
form and with such particulars as may be from time 
to time prescribed by the Education Department, 
and shall send the same within thirty days after the 
balance sheet is signed by the auditor to each mem- 
ber of the rating authority, and to the overseers of 
every parish in the district, and to the Education 
Deparbnent; and the school board may, if tJiey think 
fit, publish such statement or an abstract thereof in 
any local newspaper or newspapers circulating in the 
district, and shall furnish a copy of such statement to 
any ratepayer in the district, on his applicatiou, and 
on the payment of a sum not exceeding sixpence. 
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DefauUing School Board. 
' LXm Where the Edacation Department are, 
after soch inquiry as they think snfBcient, satisfied 
that a school board is in defaalt as mentioned in this 
Act, they may by order declare such board to be in 
default, and by the same or any other order appoint 
any persons, not less than Gve or more than fifteen, 
to be members of such school board, and may from 
time to time remore any member bo appomted, and 
fin up any vacancy in the number of such members, 
whether caased by remaval, resignation, death, or 
otherwise, and, subject as aforesaid, add to or 
diminish the number of such members. 

After the date of the order of appointment the 
persons (if any) who were pi-oviously members of the 
school board shall be deemed to have vacated their 
offices as if they were dead, but any such member 
may be appointed a member by the Bducatiou 
Department. The members so appointed by the 
Education Department shall be deemed to be mem- 
bers of the school board in the same manner in all 
respects as if, by election or otherwise, they had duly 
become members of the school board under the other 
provisions of this Act, and may perform all the 
duties and exercise all the powers of the school 
board under this Act. 

The members appointed by the Education Depart- 
ment shall hold office during the pleasure of the 
Education Department, and when that Department 
consider that the said default has been remedied, and 
everything necessary for that purpose has been 
carried into effect, they may, by order, direct that 
members be elected for the school board in the same 
manner as in the case of the first formation of the 
school boEU'd. After the date fixed by any encfa 
Qrder the members appointed by the Education 
Department shall cease to be members of the school 
board, and the members so elected shall be members 
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ot the school board in their room, bnt the membera A-Dian). 
appointed bj the Education Department shall not bfl 
^qaahfied from being so elected. llDtil any such 
order is made do person shall become a member of 
the school board otherwise than by the appointmeDt 
of the Edncation Department. 

Where a scbool board is not elected at the tinte 
fixed for the first election, or has ceased to be in 
existence, the Edncation Department may proceed 
in the same manner as if such board had been elected 
and were in existence. 

LXIY. The Education Department may from Certiacat«of 
time to time certify the appointment of any persons Scwudbdc 
appointed to be members of a school board in "j^p-.

aive evidence that all the requirements of this Act 
have been dnly complied with, and that the persons 
BO appointed have been duly appointed, and that the 
amounts therein mentioned have been incurred or are 
required. 

LXV. The expenses incurred in the performance ^^^^Jl^' 
of their duties by the persons appointed by the rMtnui; 
Education Department to be members of a scbool 
board, including such remuneration (if any) as the 
Education Department may assign to such persons, 
shall, together with all expenses incurred by the 
board, be paid out of the school fniid ; and any defi- 
cency in the school fund may be raised by the school 
board as provided by this Act ; and where the Edu- 
cation Department have, either before or after the 
payment of such expenses, certified that any expenses 
have been incurred by a school board, or any mem- 
bers appointed by them, such expenses shall be 
deemed to have been so incurred, and to have been 
properly paid out of the school fund. 
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Where the members of a school board have been 
appointed by the Education Department, such school 
board shall not borrow or charge the school fnnd 
with the prindpal and interest of any loan exceeding 
such amonnt as the Edncation Department certify as 
mentioned in this Act to be required. 

LXVI. Where the Education Department are of 
opinion that in the case of any school district the 
school board for such district are Id default, or are 
not properly performing their duties under this Act, 
they may by order direct that the then members of 
the school board of sncfa district shall vacate their 
seats, and that the vacancies shall be filled by a new 
election ; and after the date fixed by any snch order 
the then members of snch board shall be deemed to 
have vacated their seats, and a new election shall be 
held in the same manner, and the Edncation Depart- 
ment shall take the same proceedings for the purpose 
of such election as if it were the first election ; and 
all the provisions of this Act relating to snch first 
election shall apply accordingly. 

The Edncation Department shall canse to be laid 
before botli Houses of Parliament in every year a 
special report stating the cases in which they have 
made any order under this section during the pre- 
ceding year, and their reasons for making such 
order. 

Retunu and Inquiry. 

LXVll. On or before the first day of Jannary 

Bat£oiitT. one thousand eight hundred and seventy-one, or in 
the case of the metropolis before the expiration of 
four months from the date of the election of the 
chairman of the school board, every local authority 
hereinafter mentioned, and subsequently any snch 
local authority whenever required by the Education 
Department, but not oftener than once in every year, 
shall send to the Education Department a return 
containing such particulars with respect to tbe ele- 
mentary schools and children requiring elementary

Beqniring the parents of children of each 
age, not less than five years nor more than 
thirteen years, as may be Gzed by the bye- 
laws, to caose sach children (unless there 
ia some reasonable excuse) to attend school: 
(2.) Determining the time daring which children 
are so to attend school; provided that do 
snch byelaw shfdl prevoDt the withdrawal 
of any child from any religions observance 
or instruction in religious subjects, or shall 
require any child to attend school on any 
day exclusively set apart for religious ob- 
servance by the religious body to which his 
parent belongs, or shall be contrary to any- 
thing contained in any Act for r^ulating 
the edocation of children employed in 
labour : 
(3.) Providing for the remission or payment of 
the whole or any part of the fees of any 
child where the parent satisfies the school 
board that he is unable from poverty to pay 
the same : 
(4) Imposing penalties for the breach of any 

byelaws : 
(5.) Revoking or altering any byelaw previously 

Provided that any byelaw under this section re- 
quiring a child between ten and thirteen years of 
age to attend school shall provide for the total or 
partial exemption of such child from the obligation 
to attend school if one of Her Majesty's inspectors 
certifies that such child has reached a standard of 
education specified in such byelaw. 
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Any of the following reasons shall be & reasonable *-^ 
excase; nttmely, 
(la.) That the child is nnder efficient instraction 

in some other manner : 
(2a.) That the child has been prevented from 
attending school by aickness or any un- 
avoidable canse : 
(3a.) That there is no public elementary school 
open which the child can attend within 
such distance, not exceeding three miles, 
measured according to the nearest road 
from the resideace of soch child, as the 
byelaws may prescribe. 
The school board, not less than one month before 
submitting any byelaw nnder this section for the 
approval of the Education Department, shall deposit 
a, printed copy of the proposed byelaws at their office 
for inspection by any ratepayer, and supply a printed 
Copy thereof gratis to any ratepayer, and shall 
publish a notice of such deposit.

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POPULAR ANALYSIS OF THE AOT. 



This AaalysiB yiaa partly compUed while the Elementary Edu- 
cation Bill was paaBing tbrough PEaliament, and it is now pub- 
lished in something like a readable fonn for the use of membera 
of school boards, teachers, ratepayers, and others, who are like^ 
to reqniro to know something about the working of the new 
Government scheme. 

As at first drawn the Bill was not nearly so long as when it 
ffas finally passed, nor was it so obscure as it now is ; but this is 
of course owing to the numberless amendmentB which were pro- 
posed, many of which, being adopted by Parliament, had to bo 
incorporated in the BUI. This will account in some measure for 
the want of uniformity in the style whiob ia noticeable in many 
parts of the Act. Some of the clauses are framed in language 
that a child can understand, but other parts are unaccountably 
puzzling, the 97th section, to wit, which would bo a capital exer- 
dse to give to pupil teachers to construe and convert into plain 
English. It is not easy, even after careful reading, to see the 
drift of some of the sections, especially those referring to the 
anuUgamated Acts, which form part of the machinery by which 
the Act is to be worked. The general purport of these incor- 
porated Acta is given in the Analysis, in connexion with the 
clauses to which they refer, as it is not possible to reprint them 
in a manual of this kind, and if they were reproduced very little 
would be gained, as it would be found that they refer to other 
>j^ without end. In most cases where tiiese cit«d Acts come 
into use a lawyer will have to bo employed to carry out the 
provisiona of the scheme. 

The power which is to set the machinery in motion and keep 
it going is judiciously given to the Education Department, and 
it will be found that, for the first year at least, they will take 
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the initiative in alawBt aveiy atep, and endeaTour to show, as 
tax aa thej can, how the Aot is to be worked. The Bdght Hon. 
W. £. Forster, their Tioe-Preaident, conducted the BUI through 
the House of Commona with wonderful tact and penevenuice, 
and no one can know better than he and those who are aaaiat- 
ing him how to set about atarting the scheme. NeTertheleas, 
their task is an oneroua one, and it behovea all who can do 
-ao to aaaiat them in eveiy poaaible way. It is not to be 
expected that ao gigantic a scheme can bo started without a 
hitch of some kind, and it ma; even be neoeuai; to amend the 
Act next session ; but the movement ia in the r^ht direction, 
and all the friends of national education will watch the working 
of the "Elemental; Education Act, 1870," with hopeful anxiety. 
The Act, as its title indicates, ia intended to provide for 
Public Elementary Education in England and Wales, and the 
2nd section expressly limita its extent to these parts of the 
Kingdom, by stating that Scotland and Ireland are exempt from 
its provisiona. 

The term " public elementary education " must be taken to 
mean the education to be given in a public elementary school, 
which ia defined aa being a school at which elementary educa- 
tion is the principal part of the education there given, and at 
which the ordinary payments in respect of the instruction from 
each scholar do not exceed ninepence a-week. This givea a 
Urge scope to the aoheme, which will doubtless include achoola 
in which the scholars will pay the maximnm amount, but not 
more, bo aa to entitle them to come under the operation of the 
Act, and participate in the privilegea it provides. The bulk of 
the Bchook coming under the Act will be the ones in which the 
children pay a penny or twopence a-week, and it is to aid anch 
aa theoe that the efforta of the L^iialature have been princi- 
pally directed ; but the latitude which the A(^ givea should 
be the means of there being established in every large town 
schools at which a superior elementary education may be ob- 
tained, and to which no parents wUl object to send their chil- 
dren. Ihna the rising generation will have the opportuniiy of 
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acijairiiig an education which cannot fail to ba of iucalcmlablo 
benefit to themselves and the conntry geaerallj. 
The objects to be attiuned by the Act seem to ba — 

1st. To ptovide sufficient schools. 

2nd. To arrange for their maintenance and efficienof . 

3id. To compel attendance thereat. 
First, as to the supply of schools. These are to be provided 
in every school district, so as to supply a sufficient amount of 
aocomniodatioD in public elemeiLtaty schools avaOable for all 
the children resident in the district for whose elementary ed«- 
oation efficient and suitable provision is not otherwise made. 
Where there ia an insufficient amount of accommodation, the 
deficiency ia to be supphed in the manner hereinafter mea- 
tioued. The school districts here referred to are not yet defined 
by the Education Department. We find a " public elementary 
school *' to be one in which the following regulations shall be in 

(I.) It Bhall not be reqnired, ss a conditiou of any child being ad- 
mitted into or continuing ia the school, that he shall attend 
or abstain from attending any Sunday. Bohool, or any place Ot 
religions worsbip, or that he ah&U att^d any religious obsav- 
once, or any iostraction in religions subjects in the school or 
elsevrhere, nom which observance or instinction he may be 
vithdiawn by his parent, or that he shall, if withdrawn by 
his parent, attend the achool on any day ezolnsively set apart] 
for religions observance by the religions body to which his 
parent belongs. 

(2.) The time or times duruig which any rdigioos observance is prac- 
tised or inatmction in reli^ons Buhjeots is given at any meet- 
ing of the achool shall he either at the beginaing or at the end 
or at the beginning and the end of snob meeting, and shall be 
inserted in a time-table to be approved by the Edncation De- 
partment, and to be kept permanently and conspicnonaly 
affixed in every schoolroom; and any scholar maybe with- 
drawn by his parent from such observance or instmction 
without forfeiting any of the other benefits of the school. 

(3 } The school shall be open at all times to the inspection of any of 
Her Majesty's inspectors, so, however, that it shall be no part 
of the duties of such inspector to inquire into any inatmction 
in reU^ous sub;|ectB ^ven at tDch school, or to examine any 
scholar therein m religious knowledge or in any religious sub- 
ject or book. 

D 2 
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(4.) The achool Bhall be conducted in accordaace with the eouditioiu 
reqnired to be fulfilled by an elemeutaiy Echool in order 
to obtain an annual Farliamentuy grant. 

A copf of these regulations is to be conapicuously pat np in 

every school. (Sec. 7, p, 10.) 

Here arises a difScultj'. The first part of the first condition 
may be easily complied with, bnt the requirements of the latter 
part and that which follows are, to s^y the least, awkward. It 
was upon tluB part of the Bill that there was bo much debate in 
the House of Commons, and so many meetings all over the 
country. There were at one time over fifty notices of amend- 
ments on the notice paper of the Houae, all relating to this 
clause, and moBt of them were discussed, some of them at great 
length, but the result is not satiafactory. As the law now 
stands, some scholars will have to get to school earlier than the 
others and stop later, or go later and leave earlier, and it will not 
be an eatiy task to make children understand why they should 
not go to school with their mates and leave at the same lime ; 
bat we shall soon have experience in the matter, and in the 
meantime we have only to see what the regulations require. On 
this subject of rehgioua teaching; the Act further provides that 
no religioua catechism or religious formulary which is dis- 
tinctive of any particular denomination shall be taught in the 
schools (sec. 14 (2), p. 14), and the bye laws compelling attend- 
ance are to be framed so as not to prevent the withdrawal of 
any chOd from any religious observance or instruction in reli- 
gious subjects, or to require any child to attend school on any 
day exclusively set apart for religious observance. (Sec. 74 (2), 
p. 50.) In speaking hereafter of voluntary examinations of 
schools by inspectors, other than Her Majesty's inspectors, we 
shall note that these objections to religious teaching and ex- 
amination in religioua subjects are not made. 

Having defined a public elementary school, the Act goes 
on to state that in school districts where there is in the opinion 
of the Edncation Department an insufficient amount of public 
school accommodation, a " school board " shall be formed, 
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whose duty it sball be to supply such deficiency, If tboy do 
not do their duty, then the EducEition Department will do it 
instead. (Sec, 6, p. 9. ) Thay are now eodeoTouring to ascertain 
the amoimt of public school acoommodation required, by causing 
letunta to be mode. One of these, which will be found in the 
Appendix, post p. 102, is a general one, and requires the area oon^ 
tained within the limita of the named distriot to be stated, and 
the number and kind of schoola therein ; and the other, a special 
one, Ko. 6 Appendix (p. 106), to be filled up by the manager or 
principal teacher of every school, whether public or private, 
finished or unGnishcd, within the limita prescribed, andrequirea 
particulars which nill enable the Education Department to de- 
termine the question of sufficiency or deficiency of accommoda- 
tion. (Sec. 8, p. 11.} The retunia should be sent in at 
once ; bat mud be at the Council Office on or before Slat 
Deo,, 1870. 

After due consideration the Education I>epartmeat will pub- 
liidi a notice of their decision, which wUl contain a desoription 
of the district, and the number, size, and kind of schools which 
they have taken into account. If there is a deficiency they will 
state the amount and description of school acoommodation 
which appears to them to be required in the district. Before, 
however, any action is taken on this decision, interested persona 
who may feel aggrieved at the decision may, within a month 
after the publication of the notice, apply for, and the Education 
Department shall direct the holding of, a public inquiry, con- 
cerning the conducting of which there is more to be said here- 
after. If no inquiry is required, none will be directed. Should 
therq be an inquiry, then, as soon as the report is received, the 
Education Department will isaue a final notice, modified or not 
at the case may be, stating what public school accommodation 
is to be suppUed. (Sec. 9, p. 12,) It is not obvions who ia to 
supply this accommodation, but from the ratepayers and 
managers being permitted to appeal if they feel a^rieved by 
the decision of the Education Department, we may conclude 
that the "notice" will be addressed to them. This notice wil 
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atata a limited time for oairyiog oat tho older, and if, after the 
eziHT&tion of that time, the Eduoation Departmen't are satisGed 
that all the pnhlio Rchool aooommodatioa has not been supplied, 
nor ia in couraa of faeii^ enpplied with due deepatoh, they ahall 
cause a school board to be formed for the diatrict. Aa soon as 
it IB formed the Board irill be eerred with a requisition requir- 
ii^ them to take proceedings forthwith for sapplying the public 
■ohool aooommodation mentioned in the requisition, and it will 
be the dutj of tlie school board forthwith to take meaauras for 
obtaining the required supply. 

The Act does not pause here to give the instructions as to the 
formation of school boards ; but, supposing them to he duly 
formed, we are f nmiahed with certain provisions, which, it is to 
hoped, will not frequently have to he put in force, as they 
apply to " school boards in default." The clause is a very 
useful one, however, as it guards against procrastination, by 
requiriag that the acoonunodation demanded shall be supplied 
within twelve months. (Sec. 11, p. 13.) 

Upon application by the proper parties, school boards may be 
fcmned by the Education Department without the delay and 
expense of an inquiiy. It will be necessary for this purpose to 
call a meeting of the inhabitants of a district and pass a reso- 
Intion in proper form, and the resolution being forwarded to 
the Education Department will be deemed an application within 
the meaning of the Act. Tbns the supply of schools is pro- 
Tided for. 

Secondly, the Act provides for the management and mainten." 
anoe of tlie schools. 

The only regulations imposed upon the school board, which 
is to control the management of the school, are two — namely : — 

1. The school shall be a public elementary school within the 
meaning of this Act ; 

2. No religious catechism or religious formulaiy which is dis- 
tJndiTe of any particular denomination shall be taught in the 
eohooL 

We have seen what is meant by "a pnblio elementary 
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■ohoool," and hare remarked upon the atipul&tioD as to religioiu 
edacation, so wa maj pass on to notice that the Bchool board 
wxy delegate to a body of managen, if they think fit, any of 
their powera, except the power of raising money. They niEiy 
in partionlar delegate ths control and management of a sohaol 
to a body of mant^rs conaiating of not less than three persona. 
It ia within the powers of school boards to remove anoh 
managers, and, providing the number is not made less than 
three, may add to or dimiDish the number of, or otherwise alter 
their constitution or powers. Any manager appointed under 
this HBction may resign on giving written notice, and the rulea 
contained in ^e 3rd st^edole shall be observed. The ap- 
pointment of this body of mouagers, it moat be remarked, does 
not take away the reBponsibilitiea of the school board ; for if they 
do or permit any act in contravention of oi fail to comply with 
the regahktioiis, the Elduoation Department may declare the 
school board to be a board in d^ault, and, unless the contrary . 
can bo proved, every act or omission of any member of the 
school board, or manager, or any person under their control, 
shall be deemed to be permitted by them. As to whether tlia 
school board have done or permitted any act in contravention 
of or have failed to comply with the said regulations, th« 
matter, if diapated, shall be referred to the Education Depart- 
ment, whose decision thereon shall be final, so that there wiU 
be no appeal, and it therefore behoves members of school 
boards to bear in mind the responsibilities they undertake. . 
(Sec. 16, p. 14.) 

To provide the means for maintaining the school the first 
source of income will be the fees paid l^ the children. We 
have seen that these must not exceed ninepenoe per week per 
child, and this is the only stipulation made. The school board, 
with the consent ot ths Education Department, may fix the 
amount of the fees to be paid, and each child, it seems, must 
pay something, thonigh in cases of poverty the payment may be 
remitted for a period of not more than six months. Buch 
remission ia not to be deemed parochial relief, hat the parents 
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at goardiaiu will have to satisfy the Board tliat they Bra 
unable from poverty to pay the school fee. (Sec. 17, p. 16.) 

The Act goes on to direct that the aohool board shall main- 
tain and keep efficient the schools provided by them, and when 
required shall provide additional accommodation. On the 
other hand, they may discontinne a school if they can show 
the Education Department that it is unnecesaaiy, or may change 
the sitb if they can prove that it is expedient so to do. If the 
hoard fail in any respect to do their duty they will receive a 
notice renunding them of their default, and requiring them to 
remedy it within three months. If, after the expiration of the 
notice, tht? still neglect their duty, the Education Department 
steps in and treats them as a school boai^ in default. (See. 
18, p. 16.) 

For the purpose of supplying the required school accommoda- 
tion for their district the school board may provide, by building 
or otherwise, Hchool-houees properly £tt«d up, and improve, 
enlai^, and fit i;p any school-house provided by them, and 
supply sohool apparatus and everything necessary for the effi- 
^ency of the schools. They may also purchase and take on 
lease any land, and any right over land. This "right over 
laud " mnst mean a right to go across land to the school, which 
privilege may thus be acquired without purchasing the land 
outright. As to the acqiiisitiou of land, or rights over it, the 
board are invested nith compulsory powers of purchase, con- 
cerning which it will be necessary to pay particular attention. 
The fiist regulation is hb to the incorporation with this Act of the 
Lands Glauses Consolidation Act, 1646, and the Acts amending; 
the same. On lofeiring to tiiese Acts (which are those under 
which companies proceed after obtuning an Act of Parliament 
to carry out their undertakings), it will be found that the com- 
pulsory powers of purchase are therein given " to promoters of 
the undertaldi^" and by this Act the term is to he oonstmed 
as meaning the school board, and the "special Act" in those 
Acts referred to is to mean this Act. 

Some of the requirements of those Acts are embodied in the 
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Elementaiy Education Act, as, for example, before putting in 
force anj of the poirera of the aiud Acts with respect to the 
purchase and takii^ of land, otherwise than by agreement, the 
school board is required to publish a notice desoribing the 
quantity of laud required, the object for which it is proposed 
to be taken, and Tiaming a place where a plan of the land can 
be seen. Notices are to be served on owners, lessees, and 
occupien, oskiiig whether they asBent, disBent, or are neuter in 
respect to the taking of such land, and when these matters have 
been attended to the school board may petition the Educatioa 
Department praying! that an order may be mads aathorising 
the board ti> put iu force the powers of the said Acta as to com- 
pulsory taking of land. The petition will be conaidered, and, 
if thought desirable, the Education Department will institute 
an inquiry respecting the propriety of their making the order 
petitioned for. If they are satisfied they may make the order, 
either in the terms prayed for, or in some modified form, and 
a copy of such order shall be served npon the peraona entitled 
to receive notices. Before, however, the order ia valid, it will 
require to bo confirmed by Act of Parliament, bat this the 
Education Department will obtain as soon aa conveniently may 
be, and the Act when passed is to be a public general Act. 
There is a provision made for the payment of the costs of the 
Edacation Department in obtaining the order, to such extent 
as the Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury may think fit, 
and all such coats and charges will become a charge on the 
school fund ot the district, to be repaid to the Treasury, with 
interest at 5 per cent., by annual inetalments, within five years. 
Further, to facilitate theae compulsory purchases, the powers 
girtn hy a series of Acts, collectively colled the School Sites 
Acts, are also made to apply to purchases by school boards, and 
are applicable in the same manner as if the Bchool board were 
" trustees or managers " of a school within the meaning of 
those Acts. The Acts are enumerated in the fourth schedule 
{ante page 71). The first of them limits the quantity of land 
which may be taken as a site for a sahool or school-house to one 
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acre, and provides that npon the land oaasing to bo used for 
tlie purposes mentioned, the same ahall thereupon immediately 
revert to and become a portion of the estate of any manor or 
had as fully to all intents and parposeB as if the Act had not 
been passed. It also gives power to corporations, justices, 
trustees, or oommiBsioners holding land for public, eoclesiaatioal, 
parochial, and charitable purposes to convey lands for the pur- 
poses of the Act, anil goes on to provide that any number of 
sites may be granted for separate schools, although the quantity 
in the aggregate shonld exceed an acre. Then follows a form 
of grant, nhich, being a model of conciseness, is given in exteneo 
in the Appendix (p. 117). 

Trostees are empowered to sell or exchange lands or build- 
ings, receiving, if need be, a ania of money for effecting an 
equality' of exchange, which mon^ mi^ be expended in the 
pnrohaae of another site, or in improving other school premises. 
The 17th and 18th sections, which refer to the occupation of 
achool-housss by the masters or mistresses, will come in more 
ftpproioiately by-and-bye when we consider that question. 

The seoond Act mentioned in the schedule states the terms 
and oonditions upon which Parliamentary aid has been given 
towards the building of schools ; and the terms upon which aid 
shall be granted to trustees of ancient endowed schools. 

The third Act {12 and 13 Victoria, cap, 49), amongst other 
things, provides (sec, 3) that 

'Whereas by the stud flrst-recited Act power is givai to any person 
or conwratioa to grant any nimiber of ntea for distinct and separate 
■choou ; bat aftar provi<Ung that the site of each school and residence 
do not exceed one acre, it is also provided that not more than one 
snob site shall be in the same parish ; and doubts have been enter- 
tained as to the meaning of the laat-redted proviso ; be it therefore 
declared and enacted t^t nothing in the said Act contained shall 
prevent any person or corporation from granting any number of sites 
for separate and distinct schools in the ssme parish, provided tbe 
Mgregate quantity ol land granted by suchposon in the same patish 
aoall not exceed tiie extent of one acre. 

The next important section gives power to ownen of land to 
vest any quantity of land for the pntpotea of the endowment 
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of Bchools in any corporatioa or coipoiSitioiis, and the lut of 
tlie School Sites AcU was pasaed pnrpoself to define the mean- 
ing of the word "pariah," when referred to in the Acts. Iho 
aeotion ia in the following terms : — 

The word parish in the sectioos of the atatntei hereiit referred to 
shall, in the caae of any parieh which hoa heretofore been or shall 
hereafter be divided by lawful authority into two or more eccle- 
naatical diitricta, whether confined to euch pariah, or cotuiniaitiff 
aleo auy part of another pariah, be cooatraed with reference u> anch 
parish to signify each such ecclesiastical district. 

This definition was rendered necessai; in conaequenoe oF the 
hirge extent of nuuy parishes, some of which are densely popu- 
lated, and the former limitation was found to be produotiTe of 
inconvenience, and to prevent instead of help the extension of 
the education of the poor, which it waa the special purpose of 
the School Sites Act to facilitate. 

The aale, leasing, oi exchange of the whole or any part of any 
land or school premises belonging to a school boud is stOl 
farther facilitated by extending the proviaions of the various 
Chuitable Tnuts Aots which were passed between the years 
1853 to 1869, to such sales, leases, oi exdianges, the Educa- 
tion Department standing in the place of the Charity Com- 
nussioners wherever referred to in those Aots. 

Powers are given to managers of publio elementat; schools to 
purduise sohooli, sohool-houses, or land for sites for the same. 
Mid are similar to those given to school bouds (except so much 
as relates to the oompolsory purchase of land), and the grant 
may be in the form given on page 117, with this modification, 
that the conveyance shall express that the land shall be held 
upon trust for the parposes of a public elemental; school within 
the mieaning of this Act, or some one of such purposes which 
nosy be spemfied, and for no other purpose whatever. For the 
poipoaes of thia seoticm, any persons desiiona of eatablishing a 
public elementary school shall be deemed managers if they 
obtain the approval of the Education I>epartmeat to the esta- 
Uiahment of such sdiooL (Sea. 21, p. 20.) 

UaoagMi of any elementary school may transfer their school 
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to a school bo&rd nithin the distiicli in which the school u 
eitnate. Dae regard is to be hod to the proviaions of any trust 
deads, but it there are none then the conaent of the Education 
Department to the proposed arrangements must be obtained, 
and likewise the consent of at least .two-thirds of the annual 
subscribers to such school. Such consent must be shown by a 
resolution passed at a meeting of the sabsciibers duly announced 
and specially called for the purpose. 

With respect to such transfeTS it is enacted — the clause was 
added by the House of Lorcra — that the Education Depart- 
meat shall consider and have due regard to any objections and 
representations which nay be made by any person who has con- 
tributed to the establialinient of such school. After the espira- 
tioQ of six months from the date of transfer the consent of the 
Education Department shall be conclusive evidence that the 
arrangement has been made in conformity with the Act. 

An arrangement may be made for the conveyance t<) the 
school board of the interest in the school-house possessed by 
the managers ot trustees of the school, or for the lea^ie thereof, 
with or without any restrictions. The rent may be nominal or 
otherwise, and may be for the nse of the school-house during 
part of the week, and for the use of the same by the managers or 
other persons during the remainder of the week, or any similar 
arrangement may be made. The transfer or application of any 
aidowment belonging to the school, or for the discharge of any 
debt charged on the school not exceeding the value of the inte- 
rest in the school-house or endowment transferred to them, may 
also be provided for. During the time the school board have 
under such arrangement any control over any such school it 
shall.be deemed to be a school provided by the school board. 

The House of Lords inserted a clause here which provides 
for the retransfei of a school by the school board to the 
roanageTB. At least two-thirds of the members of a school 
board present at a meeting specially called for the purpose mast 
vote for the retransfer, and the Education Department shall 
not give their consent to such retransfer unless they are satisfied 
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ibtA any money expended upon aaab. achool out of a loan laised 
hy the school board of Bncb dutrict has been or will on the com- 
pletion of the retranafer be repaid to the school board. (See. 
», p. 24.) 

Amongst the mincellaneonH powers given to school boards 
aome very important ones will be found. Two of them hare a 
8<miewhat simUar purpose ; one providing for the payment of 
the scholara' fees where the parents are poor ; and the other 
permitting the eBtablialunent, in special caaes, of schools where 
there will be no fees to pay. The poverty of the Inhabttanta 
il to be the ground for the formation of such schools, but if 
the people in the neighbourhood are all in a state of poverty, 
where will the money come from to enable the board to build 
and maintain the schools 1 It is probably thonght that no whole 
district can be so poor as to have no ratable property in it 
which will snpport a free school. The permission being given 
to establish such schools is looked npon as a step in the right di- 
rection (or providing gratuitous education in every public ele- 
mentary school. 

Another valnable power to do good to the poorer class of 
children is given in allowing the board to contribnte to and, if 
they tliink it desirable, to build and maintain certified in- 
dastrial schools. 

We now come to the constitation of school hoards, and find 
that 'tiiey are to be elected, in a borongh by the persons on the 
hnrgesB roll for the time being, and in a parish not situate in 
tile metropolis, by the ratepayers. At such elections every voter 
dull be entitled to a number of votes equal to the number of 
tlie members of the school board to be elected, and may pv& 
all such votes to one oandidate, or may distribute them among 
the candidates, as he thinks fit Special provisions are made 
for elections of school boards in the metropolis, which will be 
referred to presently. The clause tells ns who may vote, and 
bow many votes each voter shall have, but there is no indica- 
tion of what is to constitute the eligibility of candidates for 
membership. Nor does the 2nd schedule, which contains the 
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rnlea to be obaerred at the election, at all enlighten ns oa the 
mbject. 

Thv Edaoation Departmeat ate to ptewribe the regnlationB, 
and the poll in the metropolis ia to be] taken in the aame 
manner as a poll under the Metropolis Management Act, vith 
the wotloDg of which moat metropolitan ratepayeia are tolerab^ 
fomiliar. In any other diatiicts the poll will be taken aa a poll 
of bnrgesaea or ratepayers (as the case may be) ia naually taken. 
Tho expenses are payable out of the ecbool fund. The schedule 
oontidning the rules (Appendix, p. 62) states plainly the law on 
the subject, and every possible contingency is appatently pro- 
vided for. 

Section 31 provides for the election of members of a school 
board not metropolitan. The number in the £nt instance is to 
be determined by the Education Department, but shall not be 
leea than five nor more Uian fifteen. Afterwards the board 
themselvea shall reoolve what the number shall be, but their 
resolution is to be subject to the approval of the Education 
Department. 

Disputes as to the right of persons to ut on the board may be 
inquired into by the Education Department, and their dedsion 
aball be £nal unless Fcmoved hj writ into the Oonrt of Queen's 
Bench during the next term after making the order. No 
member may hold a place of profit the ^poiutment to which 
ia TCflted in the board. There are exceptions to this rule if 
the member abetaina from voting in the matter, but any a»ir 
travention of tiie section will render the ofiending member 
liable to a penalty of 501., and the plaoe of profit and member- 
ship will have to be vacated. (Sec. 34, p. 28.) Power is given 
to the board to appoint and pay a clerk and Ixeasurer and an 
officer to enforce the bye laws with reference to the attendance 
of children at school. 

The r^;nIations connected with the formation of a school 
board in tlie metropolis are well defined. The nnmbw of 
memben to be elected in the ten diviaions into which ibe me- 
tropolis is divided cannot yet be given, but a table (Appeadi:E, 
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Ifo. 8, p. 114} has be«n oompilEd from a ParliamentaiT tetnm 
■howing the parishes and districts, and the popuUtion of each 
of them at the last ceiuua. This viil give some due to the pro- 
portion of membera to ba elected, but the ratable valne has 
alao to be taken into account bj the Education Department, 
and some distriota at the end of the table will have to be at- 
tached to one or other of the Parliamentry divisionB. 

The chairman of the Board ia to be a member ex officio, 
though he may not be a member at the time of election. He will 
be elected by the Board, and thej will fix the galaiy to be paid 
to him. The rest of the regulations on this subject are condae 
and explicit, and cannot well be epitomised without garbling. 
Section S7, p. 30, and the third part of the 2nd schedule, 
p. 66, give all the infonnation likelj to be reqaired till the 
txdem of the Edaoation Department are issued. 

Snppoaiiig the school boards to be duly elected, we may pass 
on to notice (nrther as to their oonstitution that they are each 
to be a body corporate, beaiing the name of the school district 
to which they belong, with perpetual succewion and a common 
seal. They may acquire and hold land without a licence in 
mortmain. Providing there is a qnomm of memben preflcait, 
no act or prooeeding of the school board shall be questioned on 
account of any vaoanoy, nor shall a disqualification or defeotire 
Section vitiate their proceedings, where the majority are duly 
entitled t» act The minutes of the board are to be legal evi- 
dence, and memben may apply moneys in their hands to 
indenmify UiemeelTes against law costs and charges. The 
members will, however, be obaigsaUe with any sums disallowed 
hf the auditor. 

The subject of the fonnation of united school districts ia next 
treated of, tad we are told that where the Education Dqtart. 
ment are of opinion that it would be expedient to form a sdiool 
district larger than a borough or a parish, or any school diabic^ 
tiiey may form a united school district by uniting any two or 
more adjoining sdiool distriob, and upon aooh onion cause a 
school board to be formed for such united adiool district. Saoh

dutaet wfll for all the pmpoaB* of thia Act bo daoiMd to bp » 
sdool dutiici, utd tbe locsl raXe and isting anthmi^ tat the 
tmited dislnct v0] be in eadi of the constituent diatiicts 
thereof the Mine as if mtdi constitQent district did not form 
part of the nnUed school disbricL Powen ue given for mafcing 
jngniriiia into the ezpedicouy of forming sacb districtB, and the 
aidei ctf the EdncAioD Department will be the l^al evidence 
of the formation. Conrenelj, they naj deem it advisable to 
diwolve inch an united district into its conatitaent parts, and 
KCtioii 43 (p. 34) gives them power to do bo, and they may 
deal with aach constituent districts aa if they had never been 
united. 

The provinons respecting tbe constitntion of sdiool boards 
generally apply to the conatitation of school boards in a united 
school district, and tbe name of the district shall be sacb as may 
be preecribcd by the Education Department. In oadi district 
the acbool board shall be such number of membeia elected by 
th6 electors of the district as may be specified in the order 
fonniug the district, subject nevertheless to alteration in the 
same manner as in the case of any other school board. Every 
person who in any of the districts constitnting such united dis- 
trict would be entitled, if it were not united, to vote at the 
election of members of a school board for such constituent dis- 
trict will be an elector, and the provisions reapeding the elec- 
tion of a school board in a district will extend to tbe election 
of snch members. Small parishes in these districts may be 
amalgamated under sedion 48 (p. 36), and, in proportion, will 
have the same powers of. voting as lai^er parishes. 

Contributory districts are those which contribate to the ex- 
penses of school boards in adjoining districts under an order 
of the Education Department. They will be represented on the 
school boards in proportion to the amounts they contribute. 

Similar provisions to those relating to united districts, as to 
election of members, noticea, and pnblio inquiries, are made 
with respect to contributory districts. School boards may agree 
to oombine for any purpose relating to the elementary schools 
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in their distiicts, and Oiey m&y, if they think fit, ax^int » 
joint bodjr of manageTS to look after the schools, and the joint 
eipenfWB'will be defrayed ^ro roM as maybe agreed. 

We now come to the unportaat coosideration of the cost and 
expenses incident to the working of the new law, and we start 
with two fundamental rules, first that they shall be all paid out 
of one fund, to be called the School iFund, and second that all 
moneyE, from whatever source raiaed, are to be paid into the 
hands of a treasurer, and form part of the school board ex- 
chequer. Fees of Hoholars, the Parliamentary grant, andmonoys 
raised by loan will form the fund in most instancea, and if 
these are not sufficient to meet all the expenses a rate may be 
levied to supply the defioienoy. How the money is te be 
raised will be foand explained in sea. 64 (p. 38), and the only 
further instruction required is to refer the reader to the fourth 
column of the Ist schedule (p. 61), which shows who is the 
rating authority in the different kinds of school districts. What 
IS meant by the local rate in the various districts b explained 
in the third column of the same schedule, and in a note at the 
footof the table. Appendix 6 (p. 116). The diviaions and district* 
of the metropolis will be found in a table in the Appendix 
{p. 114), and the particular schedule in the Metropolitan Manage- 
ment Act under which they severally oome is indicated. 

The apportionment of expenses in united and contributory 
districts is provided for, and in case of a difficulty arising by 
reason of the rating anthority not paying the money demanded 
in any precept of the school board, the Act permits the ap- 
pointment of officers to levy the rate and proceed in every 
respect as if tftey were the rating authority. (See. 56, p. 39.) 

Money may be borrowed by a school board of the Fublio 
Works Loan Conunissionem, and the repayment can be spread 
over fifty years ; but if not repaid to the mortgagee by instal- 
ments, one-fiftieth part of the sum borrowed must be annually 
set a«de to form a sinking fund. The form of mortgage and 
of transfer recommended by the Commissioners' Clauses Act, 
1847, is given in the Appendix (p. 118).

The borrowing powers of the School Board for London ais 
somewhat special, as the board may borrow of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works, and section 37 of the Metropolitan Board of 
Works Loan Aob is made applicable as if the " managers " 
therein mentioned were the School Board for London. (Sec 68, 
p. 40.) 

The accounts of all school boards are to be made up and 
balanced half-yearly to IJady-day and Michaelmas. They will 
be audited by the auditors who aodit the accounts relating to 
the relief of the poor. The audit is to be held at the office of 
the school board, and due notice is to be given by the auditor 
of the time of audit, so that latep^ers may attend if they wish 
and object to any of the items in the account. The audit ii to 
be made as soon as may be after the chairman has signed the 
accounts ; hut inasmuch as the Poor-law Board (who will un- 
dertake the audit) have recently, on the recommendation of a 
Select Committee of the House of Commons, been reducing 
their staff of auditors and amalgamating the audit districts, 
there is no knowing how long the school board accounts may 
have to wait. The present numbw of auditors is only forty- 
five, and prompt measures must be taken, or there will be great 
delay in the auditing. 

When the accounts have been audited and signed, copies 
Uiereof are to be sent to the rating authorities and overseers, 
and to the £dnoation Department. Any ratepayer will be able 
to get a copy on payment of a small fee. 

The Edncation Department have the power to lUssolve any 
school board which, on inquiry, proves to he in " default," 
and may direct the formation of a new board hy election, or 
may themselves nominate the memhers of a kind of provisional 
board to do the work till the default he remedied. Similar 
powers are also given in case the school board is not elected at 
the time fixed. 

For the purpose of procuring, in the speediest and most reli- 
able manner, any information reqniied by the Education De- 
partment relative to the grievances at persons affected by the 
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orders of tbe Department, they are empowered to appoint 
" some peiwm " — the Act gives him no title— to hold a public 
inqnii; iu the neighbourhood ol the school district to which 
the inquiry relates. The result of the inqairy is to be embodied 
in a report to the Edacation Bepartment, and a copy thereof 
deposited with the school board or local authority. 

One of the most important powers given to the Edueatioii 
Department is that relative to Retains, Upon the information 
gleaned therefrom the Department will base their calculations, 
and Bubseqnently their orders respecting the efficiency of school 
accommodation in any particular district. Under the present 
regulations tbe minimuni amount of cubical area required in 
ilie principal schoolroom for every child in average attendance 
is eighty feet, and of superficial area eight feet ; but though a 
Betnni may show this amount of accommodation, it will, in 
many oases, be necessary to send inspectors to ascertain tbe 
shape of a ecbool, the quantity and arrangement of its desks, 
forms, and other furniture, and the position of the doors and 
fireplaces, before its fitness can be certified. With regard to 
a large proportion of schools which will come under the Act, all 
these particulars are already known ; were it not so, and it 
were necessary to visit each school before the 3Ist of December, 
1870, the new scheme could not possibly be begun for many 
months. Every assistance u given by the Act to the offieials 
from whom the returns are required, even to allowing paid 
help. All other expenses connected with the collection of 
information will be paid by tbe Education Department. As so 
much depends on the accuracy and completeness of the various 
returns severally to be made by tbe local authorities and the 
school boards, tbe Act gives the power to appoint inspectors of 
returns, and, where there is any default in making such returns, 
persons may be employed to get the required particulars. The 
machinery of the Act will not therefore be stopped l^ the 
obstructiveneSB of any local authorities, or the default of any 
school board ; and any teacher who refuses or neglects to fill up 
tbe forms from which the general returns are to be compiled.

or obatmcts the GoTemment inspector of letamB in obtaining 
information, will debar the school from being taken into con- 
sideration among the soboola giving efficient elementaiy iuBtruc- 
Uon in the diitriot, and consequently will be precluded from 
receiving a Farliamentaiy fi^aut. 

Thirdly, the Act provides for the oompulsory attendance of 
obildren at school. This is a new feature in our systems of 
national education, and for a time may prove difficult to work 
out. The Act provides that it shall be done by the school 
boards, who have, subject to the approval of the Education 
Department, power to make and enforce bye laws. Speaking 
geneiallj, the main points are that every child in good health 
between the ages of not less than five nor more than thirteen 
shall attend a stOiaol, if there is one within three miles of the 
child's home. Children need not attend religions observances, 
and muBt not be taught religious subjects. The purposes for 
which bye laws may be framed are contained in Section 74, 
p. 60. 

Batepayers are to have every facility afibrded them for iti' 
specting any proposed bye laws, and the Education Depart- 
ment shall not sanction any till satisfied that due notice of the 
bye laws being deposited for inspection has been given, and the 
requirements of the Act in every respect complied with. A 
further preoantion is taken in requiring that the bye laws, 
before th^ become law, shall be sanctioned by an order of 
Her Majesty in Council, and the Act provides that all 
sanctioned bye laws shall be printed iu the Appendix to the 
Annual Beport of the Education Department ; but unless the 
Department issues a set of model bye laws as a guide, it will 
require a bulky appendix and cost a large sum to print them 
all. Surely it will be sufficient to print those which have any- 
thing special in them. The penalties for the breach of the byd 
laws shall in no case exceed, with coats, five shillings. 

Batepayers may inspect school books, and any one hindering 
such inspection is liable to a penalty of 61. 

In the miflcellaneons powers given by the Act, provision is 
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made for the application of amall endowments hj school boards 
for the inspection of schools, other than those provided hy ^ 
board, at which religions observances and examination in reli- 
^ons snbjeots tUI not be objected to, (Seo, 73| p> 62,) 

In parishes divided ^3y horough boundaries the ratapayers of 
the parts aituate outside the boundariea may meet in vestry in 
the same manner in all reapecti aa if they were the inhabitants 
of the parish of which they form part, and the oveFseeni of the 
whole pariah shall, for the purposes of the Act, be deemed to be 
the overseers of any such part of a pariah. 

The ratable value is to be ascertained bom the valuation 
lists for the time being, and if there are none, then the ratable 
value will be taken from the rate hooks. LiiitA and books are 
to be produced when required by the school boards, and copies 
or extracts may be made therefrom for the purpose of thit board. 

Notices, requisitions, and accounts required by the Act to be 
publidy notified may be published in the newspapers, or by 
causing copies to be affixed for twelve hours at least on a 
Sunda.y at the doors of the churches and chapels in the district, 
and at such other places at which notices are usually posted up. 
Certificates, notices, requisitions, orders, piecopta, and oil other 
documents may bo sent and served by post. They may be 
served on the clerk or delivered at the office of the board, and 
such documents may he authenticated by the signature of the 
clerk. All documents issued by the Education Department 
requiring authentication shall, if purporting to be signed by the 
secretaiy or assistant-secretary, be deemed to have been so 
signed, and the production of a signed copy shall be sufficient 
evidence of authenticity. The Documentary Evidence Act, 
31 and 32 Vic, cap. 37, is made to apply to the Education 
Department in like manner as if they were specially mentioned 
ftlong with the other public depari^ments, officials, and certi^dng 
officers named in the schedule to that Act. 

Unless objection he taken to the orders and requisitions of 
the Education Department within three months from the data 
thereof, they shall be presumed to have been duly made. 
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In all legal prooeedinga a adkool board maf appear hy Hmr 
dtfft or by aonie perBon fomial^ appointed for the pnipooe. 
It is not likely often to liappon that a achool teacher will lefiue 
to pye np poneadon of the achool-honae after hia term of 
office has expired, bat the contiiigeiuy is provided for hy the 
Act, and the following are the sectiona of the School Sitea Acta 
bearing upon the auhjecL The achcxd board takes the place ol 
the school tmateea : —

) of the constables and peace officers of the sud district or 
division, commanding liim or them, within a period to be therein 
named, not less than ten nor more than twenty-one clear days from 
the date of such warrant, to enter into the premises, and give 
poasessioa of the same to the said tmstees or managera or t£ei[ 
agents. (4 and 6 Victoria, cap. 3S.) 

In addition to those defaults already mentiened, penalties ore 
imposed for m airing incoiract retnnu, for personating voteia, 
for foxing or falsi^dng any voting paper, or obstructing the 
election, and for corrupt practices at an. eleddon. Corrupt 
practices includes all bribery, treating, and undue influence 
which, onder any Act relating to a Parliamentary election, 
rendeia such eleddoa void. The penalty for forging or falsi^ing 
Totiug papera or obatmoting election is limited to 60/., or, in 
default of payment, arc months' imimaonment. Any one gnil^ 
of corrupt practises may be fined 21., and will be disqualified 
from ezerciaing any franchise at any election under tiia Act, or 
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at anjr mimidpal or Farliamentioy election. This looks like 
tryiug to sappreis corrupt practicsa witti severity, but if the 
means are effectual no one will complain. All penalties may 
be lecorered stunmarily before two jostioea of the peace. 
(See. 92, p. 57.) 

Tbe closing sections of the Act nre devoted to regulations 
connected with nxaking Farliamenttoy gntnts. It is enacted 
that after the Slat of March, 1871, no Parliamentary grant 
shall be made to any elementary school which is not a public 
elementary school within tiie meaning of this Act, and no 
Pttrliamentaiy grant shall be made in aid of building, enlarging, 
improving, or fitting up any elementary school, except in pur- 
suance of a memorial duly signed, and containing the informa- 
tion required by the Edncstion Department for enabling them 
to decide on the application. This memorial most be made on 
or before the Slst of Deoember, 1870. The school board will 
in future build sdiools and make the necessary improvements. 
To obtain an annual Parliamentary grant the minutes of tile 
Education Department in force for the time being must be 
fnimied ; but after Slst March, 1871, it shall be a rule that— 
[1. ) Such gnmt shall not be made in respect of any instruction 

in religions sabjects : 
(2,) Snch grant shall not for any year exceed the income of 
the school for that yesr which was derived from volnntaiy 
contribntions, and n-om school feee, and from any sonrces 
other than the Parliamentary grant. 
Such conditions, however, shall not require that the school 
shall be in connexion with a religious denomination, or that 
religiona instruction shall be ^ven in the school. Nor shall the 
conditions in the minutes give any advantage to any school on 
the ground that it is or is not provided by a school board. 

It is provided that no minute of ihe Education Department 
not in force at the time of passing this Act shall be deemed to 
be in force till it has lain on the tables of both Houses of Par- 
liament for at least a month. 

Now foUowE tiie notable paragraph of twenty-three lines, 
without a larger stop than a comma, which is referred to in the 
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comiuencement of this Amdjsis. It doas aot seem to mean 
jaore than ttas. Where is one year the school fund has been all 
expended, and the expenditure in equal to more than a rate of 
threepence in the pound, or aeyen shillings and sixpence per 
child, the Education Department will make good the ezceas up 
to 20L by an additional Parliamentaiy grant. 

Thia indirectly indicates two things ; one, that a rate of 
threepeneo per ^aS is thought to be the maximum amount 
likely to be required for the purposes of the school boacd ; and 
the other suggestion is that seven sbillingH and sixpence per 
head per annum should be the maxiniuni annual cost of a child's 
education in a public elementary school. (Sec. 97, p. 59.) 

The Education Department may refuse the grant to any 
schools that they may deem to be unnecessaiy ; but in order to 
provide against even the appearance of partiality, a special 
report of all such cases is to be laid before Parliament erety 
year, and the reasons of any such refusals stated therein. No 
school is debarred from taking the Parliamentary grant, provid- 
ing the necessary conditions are fulfilled. 

A. question has already been raised as to the continuuioe 
of the grant to normal schools, and a copy of the correspon- 
dence which answers the question will be found in the Appendix 
(p. 99). 

The borough of Oxford has a, special section in the Aot, bf 
which the University of Oxford and the colleges and halls 
therein are entitled to elect one-third of the members of the 
school board for the borough, (Sec. 93, p. 57.) 

It only remains to add that the achednles to the Act are to 
have the same force as the Aot itself, and that every year tho 
Education Department shall cause to be laid before both. 
Houses of Parliament a report of their proceedings for the pre- 
ceding year.

In determining in any pvticular district whether there is ' ' efficient 
and anitable provision under CUnae G, the Education Dspartmsat 
must be guided by the returns to be rendered by the local authority, 
□u or before the 1st of Jiuiuary, 1S71, and also by the report of the 
inspector, who, if necessary, will visit the district. 

Efficient and suitable provision will be held to be made for a district 
when there is efficient elementary Dchool accnoimadatioa within & 
reasonable distance of the home of every child who requirea elementary 
instruction, of which he can avail himself on payment of a fee within 
the means of his parent, without being required to attend any religious 
instruction to which his parent objects. 

1 nay add that there is notbiug in the Bill to prevent a school from 
being reco^ised as giving such efficient and suitable provision because 
the teacher is not oertiScated ; but it will depend upon the conditions 
to be laid down in the new Code whether any elementary school can

It may he assumed that, subject to the inspector's report as to the 
eoDTenience of a building ^r the namber of soDolara occupying it, the 
minimum space pet scholar spscified in Article 61 (a) will be accepted;
